SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552

(k)(5) investigatory material compiled solely for the purpose of determining suitability, eligibility, or qualifications for Federal civilian 
employment or for access to classified information, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who furnished 
information pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence; 

(k)(6) testing or examination material used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal Government service the 
release of which would compromise the testing or examination process; 

(k)(7) material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who 
furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence.

For this we have an enemy body count of zero, pending the latest 
returns. It's not the lack of .enemy deaths that angers ;me, for 
they're fighting for something that might ’be considered honorable 
But what about our 4 deaths? Do they mean anything to you? What 
about the 23,000 American deaths. What crime did they commit. 
You've commited.all sorts of crimes in prosecuting this war & 
you're safe. Is that right? If I ever meet you 1 will kill 
you with my bare hands. If that happens, then at least one 
productive death will have resulted from this war. 


What about the Vietnamese people? Not the puppet 
government, but the people. Do you .realize how much they hate 
us. They smile when they beg or whore, but they despise us.

A oheok of the files of thiB Office shows that in July, 1941 one LOUIS D. 
BARR, then presiding^ at 5663 Broadway, Oakland, California, had reported to this 
offioe thai^in 19 £Q-he had^attended a Panel Forum held at Mills College, Oakland, 
California£*at whirefe DEAN'RUSK had leotured* BARR was unable to recall the 
specifio s^gtement^made by RUSK at that time, but he stated that the gist of it 
was that RUSK had^tated there was nothing in this country worth fighting for. He 
had implied continued BARR, that he would ndt mind if the Na 2 i form of government 
came to thxg; country, Mr,*-BARR stated that his reason for divulging this inform¬ 
ation was 1?Kht he^id noticed in the June 1, 1941 issue of the Oakland Tribune 
that DEAN RUSK, a jiaptain j£h the U, S, Army, was to engage once again in these 
discussions at Mills College under the auspices of the Institute of International 
Relations. 


By letter dated September 15, 1941 the above information was forwarded to 
^Colonel JOHN H, WIISON, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, Presidio, San Francisco, In 
19^, when the Army investigated RUSK, prior to his attaining the rank of Colonel,

The Institute of International Relations, which is an offshoot of ihe 
American Friends, the activities of which the Bureau is familiar, has held a two- 
week meeting at Mills College each summer since 1935* Inasmuch as RUSK was 
teaching Civics and Political Science at the college he was engaged to partici¬ 
pate in panel forums during his years at Mills College. These sessions are 
attended each year by approximately 300—550 persons, mainly students, high school 
teachers seekin g teachi ng credits, clergymen, and members of various front 
organizations* | described the organization as "a hunch of Soviet glorifiers, 

pacifists. Communists and misdirecte d. Libera ls who get church and educational 
groups interested in their schemes * n [ [advised he had no background inform¬ 

ation on RUSK, but felt that the Institute had been dominated by Communists and 
known Communist Party members. 

DIO reported that in the 1940 session DEAR RUSK conducted a round table 
discussion on "American Foreign Policy.** However, his discussion was not covered 
by the reporting agent. The latter reported *’the effect of the entire program 
appeared to be either to paralyze one T s capacity to arrive at an opinion, or to 
subdivide and diversify the mass of opinion.*' He added that most of the lecture, 
hours "were pacifistic, anti-intervention, anti-armament, or devoted to the 
criticism of our existing government." 

Because it was not con stdared feasible to contact Mills College author¬ 
ities, and at the suggestion of | | who described him as most reliable, HOMER 

T. CRAIG, 1715 Dayton, Alameda, California, former Comptroller, Mills College, 
was contacted for information on RUSK. He advised he had known RUSK on the 
closest and most friendly terms from 1937 through 1942, and could not give anyone 
a more unqualified recommendation as a solid,substantial American of unquestioned^ 
loyalty and patriotism. He had seen RUSK only once since the latter had returned ^ 
from service with Merrill’s Marauders, and presently was unfamiliar with his 
activities, except what he heard through mutual friends. 

Mr. CRAIG said he never had attended proceedings of the Institute of 
International Relations, and thus was unable to comment on RUSK*s specific 
activities within the group. However, he opined that inasmuch as RUSK had been a 
Rhodes Scholar from 1931 through 1934, and had spent over a year in Germany in 
1932-1933, it was possible that his opinion would be solicited concerning the rise 
of the Hitlerian Government. . Concerning the other members of the teaching groups, 
he said he could furnish no specific information on them other than to say that 
they represented a wide divergenoe of opinion on politics and soaial questions. 

There was no doubt,.he said, that there would have been among them persons who 
advocated policies which ran contrary to the American democratic system. However, 
there had been no indication that RUSK had associated with these persons, subscribed 
to their beliefs, or attempted to win others over to an acceptance of these beliefs. 











On the "basis of the information supplied by these sources mentioned 
above, there is, at present, no apparent indication that RUSK is or has been 
engaged in any disloyal activities. 

It is apropos to note that LYNN TOWHSEl^(^hllE, Jr, "was appointed 
President of Mills College in 1942 and had stated in his interview with the Army 
investigative agent in 1945 that he had known RUSK for several years, and that 
RUSK was thoroughly loyal. "WHITE also is a member of the General Committee of 
the Institute of International Relations; a member of the Amerioaa-Russian 
.Inst itute .}., a member of the Oakland Area, Russian War Relief ^om^ttee}' member of 
the Executive Committee of "the Institute of Paoific Relations, and its suooessor, 
the World Affairs Council of Northern California, The Bureau is cognizant of 
Lthe activities of these groups, /

It is noteworthy that LOUISJskBRANSTEN, prominent Communist Party 
^functionary in San Francisco, attempted in 1944 to seoure the services of LYNN 
^HTEE-on radio programs sponsored by’the Amerioan Russian Institute, and- that"’" 
WHITE had been invited to attend a reception i;o Soviet Foreign Minister Y.' S, 
MOLOTOY in May of 1945. It .is suggested.that if the YAY-ILOY mentioned in 
referenced Bureau letter is the same YAYILOY who worked at the 1 Russian Consulate 
in San Franoisoo, that WHITE, through BRANS TEN, might have become acquainted with 
him. However, tkere are no indications that RUSK and WHITE were especially 
friendly at this time.

Captain A, C. J* Sabalot, Deputy Chief of Naval Intelligence, on 
August 20, 1948 requested Agent DeLoach of the Liaison Section to determine 
if there was any subversive information in Bureau files pertaining to the 
above-captioned individual. Captain Sabalot stated that the Navy Department 
had had considerable trouble with Rusk in conferences dealing with naval affairs' 
inasmuch as Rusk continuously accepted the Communist Party line and refused to 
allow the Navy Department representative access to the handling of important matters. 

As you will recall, Mr. Rusk, Chief of the Division of United Nations 
,Affairs is an employee of the State Department. In a letter to the Washington Field 
dated May 20, 1948 the Bureau instructed that office to conduct a preliminary inquiry 
regarding Rusk inasmuch as several references in Bureau files reflected that Rusk 
was in communication with several questionable individuals. 

The report of Special Agent Lambert 0. Zander dated at Washington, D. C. 

May 12, 1947 entitled, “Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, was, et alj Espionage - R“ 
reflected that Alger Hiss had contacted Mr* Rusk inviting him to a luncheon engage- 
nEnt* The report of Agent Zander on June 30, 1947 at Washington, 0. G. reflected 
that one Lynn White of Mills College, Oakland, California on March 3, 1947 had 
contacted Rusk. 

Bureau files show that,on February 27, 1947 subject Alger Hiss of the 
Gregory Case called one Cal Nichols and stated among other things that “there is 
nothing definite on the Dean Rusk matter 1 .

known. It is to be noted, however, that employee presently holds the position^ 
in the State Department formerly occupied by Hiss prior to the latter’s resig¬ 
nation to become president of the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace. 


The employee was formerly an instructor at Mills College, Oakland, 
California. In this connection Lynn “White, President of Mills College, was in 
Washington, D. C., in January, 1947, where he is known to have attempted to 
contact Alger Hiss and is also known to have made an appointment to meet one 
M. S. Vavilov at the Russian Embassy* Lynn White was in Washington again in 
March, 1947, and is known to have attempted to contact employee. It is not 
known whether White actually contacted employee. The extent and significance , 
of contacts between White and employee, "White and Hiss, and White and Vavilov,, 
are unknown. It is to be noted that White is a member of the American-Russian 
Institute at San Francisco and was a member of the Russian War Relief Committee 
for the Oakland, California, area. In 1944* Louise Bransten, prominent Communist 
Party functionary in San Francisco, attempted to secure the service of Lynn White 
on radio programs sponsored by the American-Russian Institute. 


During the course of another investigation it has been determined that 
employee furnished information to an individual who in turn 
given it to subjects in the Gregory Case.

LITTLE stated that to, her knowledge there was no reason to 
believe that HUSK is anything but a loyal American. . 

~ DAN IEL .PMEY., Ancient History professor, Mills College, stated that 
he was closely associated with HUSK from 1934 to 1940 as a fellow professor and 
socially.

HUSK was active in the institute of International 
Eolations at Mills College and numerous other activities on the Campus. DEWEY 
advised, however, that he had neither seen nor heard of any activity of HUSK

Mrs.' SANFORD did not recall any of the- specific state-" 
merits made by HUSK but stated that she came away from the meeting rath the impression 
that BUSK had indicated.’ that there. are certain foreign governments that were not 
as bad as they had been pictured and that these forms of government had features- 
which we could later adopt.

Washington T-l, an informant of known reliability who declined to 
furnish a signed statement or testify at a loyalty ooard hearing, advised that 
in ITarch, 1947 j ALGER HISS contacted DEM HUSK and had lunch with him. ihe 
informant advised that HISS and HUSK appeared to him to be well acquainted. 
^However, the informant advised he did not know the. nature of their ac quaint ance- 
. ship. 

■ ’Washington T-2, an informant of known reliability who is a former 

member of the Communist Party, advised that ALGER HESS was a member of the 'CP 
underground in Washington, D. C. in the early 1930’s. This informant declined 
;■ to testify at a loyalty board hearing or to furnish a signed statement.

Washington T-l and VJaahington T-2^ mentioned above^ were recontacted 
in comection with this investigation and stated they could furnish no additional 
information concerning employee or ALGER HISS*

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^ I advised that .since May of 1948. DEAN HUSK has been in f requent 
contact with CHARLES FAHE. The informant, shated that in these contacts RUSK 
had disclosed to FAST information concerning the State Department’s .future plans 
and policy for handling Its afjja'irs with the Jewish Agency for Palestine and 
the State of Israel. The infSrmant further advised that FAHE then furnished 
this information to ELIAHUrEPSIEIN, Washington representative of the Jewish 
Agency for "Palestine. The informant advised, however, that he did not know 
whether HUSK was aware of’ the fact that FAHE was turning this information over to 
EPSTEIN. Washington T-3 declined to testify at a loyalty board hearing or to 
furnish a signed statement. ;Ih 

With reference to CHARLES. FARE, mentioned above, it is noted that 
CHARLES. FAHE was formerly Assistant Solicitor General in the Department of the 
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Interior, General Counsel of the National labor Relations Board, Assistant 
Solicitor General of the Department of Justice and a Legal Advisor to the 
State Department. Mr. FAHY is now engaged in private law practice in "Washing-, 
ton, D. G* 


Washington T-3, mentioned above, advises that FAHY has been actively 
assisting ELlARU EPSTEIN in EPSTEIN'S dealings with the' State Department. The 
informant stated that EPSTEIN has told him that FAHY has given EPSTEIN useful sugges 
tions to use in his talks with Under Secretary LOVETT -of the State Department, 
that FAHY has turned over to EPSTEIN copies of conversations held between FAHY. 
and HUSK and that FAHI had prepared a memorandum for EPSTEIN reflecting how 
real was the United States, recognition of Israel as a state. The informant 
further advised that EPSTEIN has used FAHY to make contacts among other officials 
of the State Department. Washington T-3 declined to testify at a loyally board 
hearing or to furnish assigned statement concerning the'information concerning 
FAHY mentioned above/ 

With reference to ELL&HU EPSTEIN also known as ELIAI^EILATH, it is 
noted that he is presently Special Representative of the Mission of Israel to 
the United States and formerly was Director of the Washington Office of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine. He was born in Russia and his parents still reside 
there. Reliable informants have advised-that in April of 1948, EPSTEIN had ■ 
in his possession confidential British intelligence reports on various, matters 
relating to the Far East, which reports were marked 81 T op Secr et}" - that while 
living in Palestine in 1945, EPSTEIN'S home was searched by British authorities, 
and that he had "top secret 51 British intelligence reports in his possession 
at that time* Reliable informants also advise that in 1947, EPSTEIN agreed 
to furnish intelligence information concerning Latin America.to Yugoslovian 
.officials. Reliable informants further advise that EPS-TEIN is a frequent con¬ 
tact of officials Of the Russian, Yugoslovian and French Embassies and is also 
a close friend and associate of two individuals who were involved in a Soviet 
espionage conspiracy in New York and Washington in the early 1940'e. !U! 

ROBERT A. _LQjZEH. Under secretary of State, advised that he first 
met RUSK wfieLOVETT, was Assistant Secretary of War for Air, Hr. LOVETT 
advised that he has been the immediate superior and supervisor of RUSK for the 
last year and a half at the State Department. Mr. LOVETT stated that he is very 
closely associated with Mr. RUSK in connection with official business of the 
State Department, however, he is not socially acquainted with Mr. HUSK. Mr. LOT— 
ET5K stated that during the latter phases of the war that RUSK had been a member 
of the Plans and Policy Division of the War Department General Staff and was a 
man of unusual intelligence; that after craning to the State Department, the War

Department had been desirous of making RUSK a permanent officer due to his 
great capabilities. Mr. LOVETT stated that Mr. RUSK is in charge .of all United 
Rations activities in the State Department and he is considered one of the most 
capable men in- this field. Mr., LOVETT stated that., although he knows nothing 
concerning Mr. HUSK'S activities outside of the State Department,'that he 
has never had any occasion to question the loyalty of Ur. HUSK and considers 
him to.be absolutely trustworthy and loyal to the United States Government. 

Hr . US AN ACHE50H . attorney. Union Trust Building, -who -was formerly 
Under state, "stated he has known Mr. HUSK since 1946, "when HUSK 

became 1 an employee of the Department of State under his immediate supervision*. 

Mr. ACHESON 'stated- that ‘while he was Under Secretary of State,, he very closely 
supervised Hr. HISK. Hr. AGHESON stated that HUSK was competent, had a clear, 
level head -and was able to handle all kinds 1 of people. He advised -that Hr. . 

RUSK had taken a very active part in the drafting of the Greek 1 - Turkish 'Aid. 

Bill and had worked very closely on natters concerning Greek border trouble. 

Mr, ACHES ON stated that he had no social contact with RUSK and knew of no 
organizations of which RUSK was a member. Mr. ACHESON stated, however, that, 
from his very close association with Hr. RUSK in the State Department, that he 
had formed a very high opinion of Hr. RUSK and that he had not the slightest 
question concerning HUSK*s loyalty.' He considered him completely and unqualifiedly 
loyal, and trustworthy. ' 

Brigadier General JA ^S^QJlQM AgK, JR., Director., Division of Military ■ 
Application, Atomic Energy -tJS&mrissioh,""stated he had formerly been the immediate 
superior of Hr. HUSK in the Division of Plans and Policy, War Department General 
1 Staff. General HG COHMAGK advised that he first met HUSK in 1932 when both were . 
Rhodes scholars in England. .He advised that he was very closely associated with 
Hr. RUSK at Oxford University and then had only infrequent contact with him 
until HUSK returned from overseas duty with the Army in 1945 and as a colonel 
was assigned to General MGCGMASK 1 s branch of the War Department General Staff, 
General MG GGHHAGK advised that at the present time he is still a close personal 
friend of Hr. HUSK and a social acquaintance. He advised that all of HUSK's 
friends and associates with whom he has come; in contact appeared to. be respon¬ 
sible, loyal American citizens. General MG COHMAGK knew of no organizations other 
than professional organizations of which RUSK was a member. General MG COHHAGK 
described Mr. HUSK as an "honest to God grass roots American 11 who always has the 
best interests of the United States at heart. General MG CDHMACK advised that 
Mr. HUSK devotes all pf his.time to his-work with the United Nations and is 
completely engrossed in doing everything, in his power to 1 make the United Nations 
a success. General MG TSQHMACK stated that, in his opinion. Hr. HUSK is absolutely 
loyal to the U. S. 
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Colonel ' WTFXJ AMLM_.JOKE ASY , ’Chief, Research and Engineering Chemical 
Corps, "War Departmenrtrp"advised”that he had formerly been Chief of Staff for 
General FRANK MERRILL of Merrill's Marauders in India.and that RUSK had been 
his Deputy Chief of Staff. Colonel CREASY advised that when RUSK was returned 
from overseas 1 duty, he was assigned to the Strategy and ^olicy Division of the 
War Department General Staff, and in such capacity was, concerned with atomic , 
warfare and UN matters and was on the highest, strategy and. planning level. 
Colonel CREASY advised that, in addition to having supervised RUSK* that he 
was a casual social acquaintance- of TSTS& Colonel CREASY advised that'he 
considers RUSK as the most .capable man he has ever known and that he has no 
question in his mind concerning the integrity, reliability and loyalty of 
Mr. RUSK; ' 

HAYES A. KRONER, Brigadier General-, Retired, 1616 - 21 at Street, 
.Northwest,' advised .that he had been Director of .the Military Intelligence 
Service during the war. General KRONER stated- that as Director of the 
Military Intelligence .Service he had a, large staff during the war and was 
not personally acquainted with Mr. RUSK. 


Colonel }|GSESJjVfflCI-AM-g$UUlGHE W. Chief. Eastern Euronean - U .S.S.R, 


Branch, Office of“HSp6rts^ahd ^fimateS, | j advised 

that he had formerly been Chief -of Ifae Far &astern uivision, Military In¬ 
telligence Service of the War Department and that as Chief, RUSK had been 
under'his direct supervision from about 1941 "to 1943* Colonel PETTIGREW 
advised that he was very closely associated with RUSK during that period' 
although their association was limited to contact at the office. Colonel 
PETTIGREW stated that the only associates of RUSK with whom he was acquainted- 
were other officers of the Military Intelligence Service. colonel PETTIGREW 
advised that RUSK was an extremely, brilliant man and had 1 one of the best 
■brains that he had ever encountered. Colonel PETTIGREW-advised that Mr, HUSK 
had been full of energy and that hid conduct at. work was irreproachable., - - 
Colonel PETTI GREW advised that he had never seen anything in RUSK'S acti¬ 
vities nor had heard RUSK make ary comment'which had, ever caused him to 
have the slightest doubt'concerning the loyalty of Mr, RUSK. , ' 


The. files of the Passport. Division, Department of State, reflect 
that on September 3, 1931* Hr. RUSK was issued Passport Number 437576, 
authorizing him.to travel, to England for study. - The American Tice Consul - 
at Berlin, Germany renewed this passport on-September 5 , 1933, for a 1 two- 
year period. OnJIayi _22 ^1943 * Hr, RUSK was issued Special Passport-Number 
29474 as an employee of the War Department, authorizing him to travel, in ; 
Egypt, Iran and India. On-Beetemb& E^l.. 19/5^ Mr. RUSK was issued diplomatic 
Passport Number 5288 for travel to Paris, France as Advisor to the Delegation 

/■ 
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of the U.S.A. to .the Third ■ Session of the General Assembly of the United Nations, 

■No information pertinent to this investigation was contained in the files of the 
Passport Division of the Department of State. 

Mrs. T». H. GOZAD. 3419 Talley Vista Drive, Alexandria, Virginia, advised 
that she has known the REJSK3 as neighbors for over two years although only on a 
casual basis. Mrs. COZAD advised that she has had only infrequent conversations 
with Mr. BUSK hut that from these conversations had received a very favorable 
impression of him and considers him a loyal citizen, 

3411 Valley Vista Drive, Alexandria, Virginia, advised 
that she hah*acquai&t ed with the 'HUSKS for a little over two years. Mrs. 
FOWLER stated that Mr. HUSK holds a top policy position in the State Department and 
as a result is almost constantly working and at the present time is in Paris for 
the UN Conference. Mrs. POWDER advised 'that her family and the RUSKS have visited 
each other in their respective apartments but because of ltr..HUSK'S position in 
the State Department have avoided any discussions relating to international affairs 
or the foreign policy of the United States. She 1 stated, however, that on several 
occasions Mr. RUSK has expressed opposition to Communism and Soviet expansion in 
general terms. Mrs. FCWIER knew of .no associates of Mr. RUSK and knew-of no 
organizations of which he was a member. Mrs. FOHTDER advised that she is quite 
confident that Mr. RUSK is absolutely loyal to the United States. 

_41ICE„KERpLK33415 Valley Vista Drive, .Alexandria, Virginia', advised 
that she Sas"‘been acquainted with the STSKS as neighbors for over two years. She 
stated that all of her impressions of Mr. HUSK and his family have been favorable. 
However, she stated she did not know them well enough to comment concerning their 
loyalty. 


TONJ^PHrojiS, 1620 Fitzgerald lane, Alexandria, Virginia, advised that 
he had f ir s t, lrlfte'if Mr • ' RUSK in 1932 at Oxford University where both were Rhodes 
scholars. Mr. PRIGS advised that they had had frequent contact and common interests 
in their studies at Oxford for several years. Mr. PRICE stated, however, that from ' 
1935 until 1945 he and Mr, RUSK had had only infrequent contact. Mr. PRICE stated 
that since BUSK* s return from overseas they have been infrequent contact both 
in official matters and in a social way. Mr. PRISE advised that Mr. RUSK had been 
very interested in a career in the regular Army but had been prevailed upon by 
top persons in the Government to forsake this interest because of his, SUSK's, 
special talents which were useful' and needed in the State Department, Mr, PRICE 
stated that Mr. HJSK has on several occasions remarked on the difficulty of the 
United Nations in handling Russia and Mr, PRICE stated that from the general tenor, 
of Mr. RUSK'S comments, he received a very definite impression that Mr. RUSK had a 
distaste for Communism. Mr. PRICE stated that from his association with RUSK he 
had always considered RUSK to be completely loyal to the United States. 
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Mrs,. MEHAEL BERGIN, 1308 North Hartford Street, Arlington, Virginia, 
NORMAN GXHA.HH, 1300 Nor Hi Hartford Street, Arlington, Virginia and JJts* EUGENE 
SHHEVE, 1315 North Hartford Street, Arlington, Virginia, all advised that they 
had moved into that neighborhood approximately tyro years ago and that the BUSKS 
were unknown to them. 

- W. JSTAKE , 1301 North Hartford Street, Arlington, Virginia, ad¬ 
vised that'siie'liatr"beerf'a’cquainted with the SOSES vho had resided at 1304 North 
Hartford Street for approximately one year in 1946. Mrs, STARK advised that at 
that time HUSK had been a colonel in the Army and that she considered them very 
desirable neighbors. She stated, however, that she had never had any conversations, 
with, them which Yfculd have enabled her to formulate an opinion concerning the HUSKS 1 
loyalty and she did not. feel that she knew them well enough to comment on their 
loyalty*. ; 


"Crashington T-4,. T-5, T-6 and T-7, reliable confidential informants who 
are well acquainted with numerous GP members and CP activities in the "Washington, 

D. C. area, advised that SEAN HUSK was unknown to them. These informants declined 
to testify at a loyalty board hearing or to furnish a signed statement. 

Washington T-6, T-9 and T—10, other Governmental Agencies which conduct 
intelligence and personnel investigations, 1 advised that "they had previously con¬ 
ducted investigations concerning JEAN BUSK.. The investigative reports of these 
three informants have been utilised by the FBI in conducting this investigation* 

.' Washington 1-11 and T-12, other Governmental Agencies which conduct 
intelligence and pa rsonnel investigations, advised that the files of their 
respective offices contained no information pertinent to this investigation. 

The files of the House Committee, pn.un-American Activities and the Special 
Investigations Squad of the Metropolitan Police iBepartment contained, no record of 
the employee. 

The criminal files of the Arlington and Washington Police departments 
and files of the Credit Agencies in Arlington and Alexandria, Virginia and 
Washington, D. C.-, contained no record of the employee. 

Employee's personnel file at the State and War departments and his Army 
Officers 201 file were reviewed and it was ascertained that they contain no informa¬ 
tion pertinent to this investigation. 

Mr. HUSK'S larmy Officers 201 file'reflects that he was called to active 
duty with the Army under Serial Number 0-282232 on December 15, 1940, as a captain 
and was released from active duty on February 14, 1946, at which time he had .attained 
a rank of colonel.

III. RESULTS OP IRVEST-IGAfrCR 

Washington £-1 and Washington £-2,. mentioned above, were recontacted 
in connection with this investigation and stated they could furnish no additional 
information concerning employee or ALGER HISS* 

ALGER’HISS was formerly employed by the'-State Department .and was 
Secretary General-of the United Rations Conference .in San Francisco in 
April, 1945. He left the State Department in January, 1947 and is presently 
the president of the .Carnegie Endowment for International Peace. 

Washington £-13, when recontacted during instant Investigation advised 
he had received Ms information from Washington £-14, an informant of known 
reliability, £-13 did not wish to give a signed statement or appear before 
a Loyalty Board. 

Washington £-14, who refused to give a signed statement or appear 
before a Loyalty Board, when interviewed'categorically denied that he had ever 
reported HUSH as "continously accepted the Communist Party line", adding that 
he had no reason to doubt his loyalty to the United States. 

He -stated that during his associations with RUSE he had found that in 
his opinion. RUSE had not entirely followed the United States policy and had not, 

,in fact, always supported even the State Department’s attitude toward this 
problem. Due to his difference of opinion.,' the U. S. members of. the Atomic 
Energy Committee Of the United Rations .had had considerable trouble with 
him, but is unable to interpret this as a "Pro-Soviet attitude". He referred 
especially to RUSE'S opposition, to the Atomic -Energy Committee's third report, 
in which they recommended suspension of the Committee in view of their inability 
to get the USSR to agree to their recommendations and plan,. HTSK opposed suspension 
















"believing that so long as they continued to study the problem and consult 
that there would always "be a possibility of Russia changing her attitude. 


Informant considers BUSK extremely able, intelligent and especially 
conversant with UU procedure, and he gives the impression of being an 
internationalist and pro-UH. The informant did not definitely state that he 
has ever favored international organisations over and above the interests 
of the United States. If he were obliged to appraise RUSK's work, h? would 
be obliged to rate him more on the plus side than on the minus since informant 
is unable to .subscribe to the allegation that "RUSK continously accepted the 
Communist Party line", and has no reason to believe that he is communistically 
inclined or disloyal to the United States.

DEAN BUSK was horn DAVID DEAN RUSK on February 9, 1909, at Cherokee 
County, Georgia, the son of ROBERT HUGH BUSK and ELISABETH FRANCES HUSK. He 
is an American citizen. He attended Boys High School, Atlanta, Georgia and 
Davidson College, Davidson, North Carolina, from 1927 to 1931, receiving an 
A.B. degree from Davidson in 1931. He was a Rhodes scholar, Oxford University,

From 1934 to 1940, RUSK was a professor of 
government and deaji of faculty at Mills College, Oakland, California. From 
December, 1940 to February, 1946, he was an officer on active duty with the Army 
and when released from active duty was a colonel. Ihile in the Army* RUSK had 
been chief of a division in the Military Intelligence Service,. Deputy Chief of 
Staff for General FRANK D. MERRILL in Die India - China Theater and had been a 
manber of the Strategy and Policy Group, Operations Division, War Department 
General Staff..

TAw is a condensation of ike widely-discussed, speech delivered to the China Institute 

of America on May 18 by Dean Rusk, Assistant Secretary of State for the Far East . 
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O VER the centuries, [Chinese-American] friend¬ 
ship has come to be taken for granted; cordial 
sentiments between a free China and a free America 
became strong and durable because they were con¬ 
stantly nourished by common purposes and common 
practical interests. 

We and the Chinese, for example, have had a vital ' 
interest in the peace of the Pacific, It was inevitable 
that the driving force of Japanese militarism would 
sooner or later bring China and 
America together to oppose it, just 
as we had moved forty years earlier 
to support China s s independence 
and integrity against threats from 
Europe. The same issues are now 
posed again—;and arc made more 
difficult to deal with because for¬ 
eign encroachment is now being 
arranged by Chinese who seem to 
love China less than they do their 
foreign masters. l r 

Their sustained and violent effort 
to erase all evidence of this friend- 
ship bears powerful witness to the 
validity and strength of the bonds 
between our two peoples. American 
influence among the Chinese people, 
is intolerable to those in power in 
Peking and Moscow because . they 
know, ; and quite rightly, that the 
idea of national and individual freedom which is at 
the heart of American political thought is the greatest 
threat to their own evil purposes. 

The freedoms of the Chinese people are disappear¬ 
ing, Trial by mob, mass-slaughter, banishment as 
forced labor to Manchuria, Siberia or Sinkiang, the 
arbitrary seizure of property, the destruction of loyal¬ 
ties within the family, the suppression of'free speech— 
these are the facts behind the parades and celebrations 
and the empty promises. 

The territorial'integrity of China is now an ironic 
phrase. The movement of Soviet forces into Sinkiang, 
the separation of Inner Mongolia from the body politic 
of China, and the continued inroads of Soviet power 
into Manchuria under the cloak of the Korean aggres¬ 
sion mean in fact that China is losing its great north¬ 
ern areas. 

■ China has been driven by foreign masters into an 


adventure of foreign aggression which cuts across the 
most fundamental national interests of the Chinese 
people,. Apart from Korea, the Chinese are being 
pressed to aggressive action in other areas—all calcu¬ 
lated to divert the attention.and energies of China 
away from the encroachment of Soviet imperialism 
upon China itself; 

I find it hard to believe that the Chinese people will 
acquiesce in the kind of future which their masters are 
now preparing for them. I find it 
impossible to believe that our 
friends in China have given up their 
desire to live at peace with their 
neighbors, to trade freely with all 
the world, to improve their own 
conditions in accordance with their 
own needs, to maintain theiri inde¬ 
pendence as a nation. 

There is a job to be done for 
China which only the Chinese can 
do. The rest of us cannot tell them 
exactly what is to be done or how, 
Hut one thing we can say—as the 
Chinese people move to assert their 
freedom and to work out their des¬ 
tiny in accordance with their own 
historical purposes, they can count 
upon tremendous support from free 
peoples in other parts of the world. 
[The U. S, does] not recognize the 
authorities in Peking for what they pretend to be. The 
Peking regime may be a colonial Russian government 
—a Slavic Manchukuo on a larger scale. It is not the 
Government of China. It is not Chinese. 

We recognize the National Government of the Re¬ 
public of China, even though the territory under its 
control is severely restricted. We believe it; more 
authentically represents the views of the great body of 
the people of China, That government will continue to 
receive important aid and assistance from the United 
States. Under the circumstances, however, such aid in 
itself cannot be decisive to the future of China. The 
decision and the effort are for the Chinese people* 

1 If the Chinese people decide for freedom, they shall 
find friends among all the peoples of the earth who 
haye known and love freedom. They shall find added 
strength from those who refuse to believe that China 
is fated to become a land of tyranny and aggression.

She advised that she 
did not like some of actions taken by Hr* RUSK, such as his 
approval of the destruction of some of the files in the 
State Department under his control, which, she believed, 
contained much important information on subversive individuals 
in the country. She did not elaborate further on these files. 
Mrs. BOLTON advised that she would not recommend the appointee 
for a position of trust and confidence as she did not feel > 
that any democrat was deserving of her trust and confidence. / 
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The Honorable WAYNE L, HAYES, Congressman from Ohio, 
the United States Capitol, House of Representatives, advised 
that he has known the appointee, RUSK, in a rather casual way 
for the past 16 years. He stated that during the last four 
years while appointee has been the Secretary of State, he has 
come to know him well on both a social and professional basis. 

He advised that he has the highest regard for the appointee's 
character and reputation and considers him to be a completely 
honest, trustworthy and loyal American. Ho stated he has never 
been aware of anything derogatory regarding the appointee's 
associates, and that he would give him the very highest recom¬ 
mendation for a position of trust and confidence with the 
government. 

The Honorable OMAR BURLESON, Congressman from Texas, 

United States Capitol, House of Representatives, advised that 
he has known the appointee, RUSK, only slightly prior to his 
being appointed Secretary of State, but that during the last 
four years, he has come to know him well on a primarily pro¬ 
fessional basis. He advised he considers the appointee to be 
an able, loyal, and patriotic person of the highest degree of 
integrity. He stated that he has admired Mr. RUSK as an 
individual and that he has never been aware of anything derog¬ 
atory regarding his reputation or associates. He stated he would 
not hesitate to put implicit trust and confidence in Mr, RUSK, 
and would recommend him highly. 

The Honorable ROSS ADAIR, Congressman from Indiana, 

United States Capitol, House of Representatives, advised he 
has known the appointee RUSK since the early 1950's in a rather 
casual way. He stated that during the last four years, he has 
come to know the appointee well on both an official and a social 
basis. Ho stated he has come to know Mr, RUSK to be a loyal, 
articulate, hard working, reliable American, about whom he has 
never heard anything derogatory regarding his character, assoc¬ 
iates, reputation and loyalty. He stated that he does not 
always agree with Mr. RUSK on foreign policy, but he considers 
him a dedicated person whom he would give the highest recommendation 
for a position of trust and confidence.

Rusk previously investigated by Bureau in 1948 under Executive 
Order 9835 and was subject of applicant-type investigations^ 
conducted in 1953 and 1960.

associated with Alger Hiss, and that he had been a member' 
of Institute of Pacific Relations,';a:J , vehicTb r? used':by communists, 
person stated Rusk favorable toward Chinese Communists and .. 

Rusk allegedly, while employed by State Department, furnished 
information to an individual regarding future plans of that; 

That 
individual then turned over the information to a representative 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. No information developed 
indicating Rusk knew that individual was turning information Qsy 
over to someone else. Previous investigations otherwise were • 
favorable and persons interviewed during current investigation 
highly recommended Rusk for a position of trust and confidence.

In 1951, he was arrested for intoxication 
and upon being examined by police psychiatrist was determined 
to be a "borderline case.” Kluckhohn served on staff of 
Republican National Committee during 1956. In 1959, he was 
reportedly one of three men offering their services to

of arms from the United States, and to furnish information of 
interest to the Dominican Republic. In his book "America: 
Listen," he was particularly critical of President Kennedy. 

In May, 1964, it was recommended and approved that 
no action be taken concerning the allegations submitted by 
Capell relative to the moral character of the highly placed 
persons in government, including Rusk. This information has 
not been included in enclosed summary memorandum. (see 
memorandum .

The article related that 
the CABS was a fund raising unit dedicated to obtaining 
funds for the defense of three YSA members indicted under 
Indiana S s 1951 Anti-Subversive Law. 


A source advised on September 23.- 3.963* that a 
YSA document entitled "Tasks and" Perspectives for the New 
York Local” (YSA) disclosed during September, 1963* that 
a National Committee to Aid the Bloomington Students had 
been set up in New York City, This document stated that 
the National CABS in New York City would coordinate and 
direct the CABS activities throughout the country. 


On February 11, 1964, a second source advised 
that the primary purpose of the CABS, organised and 
controlled by the YSA, was to raise funds for the legal 
defense of YSA members indicted at Bloomington, Indiana. 
Source stated that the secondary purpose of this Committee 
was to propagandize the Bloomington defense and utilise 
this case as an introduction to the aims of campus recruit¬ 
ment. 


The second source further advised that the Socialist 
Workers Party (SWp) exercises indirect control of the CABS 
through control over the YSA leadership which operates the 
CABS. According to this source, CABS work by SWP members, 
who are not YSA members, is considered as Party work and 1 
as a means of building the SWP. 

The April 13, 1964, issue of "The Militant," a 
weekly SWP newspaper, page 5 * disclosed that on March 20, 

1964, the indictments of the YSA members, mentioned above, 
were dismissed. The article further relates that the 
National CABS, however, was continuing to operate in regard 
to the solicitation of contributions to fight an appeal of 
the dismissal of indictments made by the prosecution.

In his book "This Time The World", copyrighted in 1961, 

George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader", a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George Lincoln 
Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that Rockwell's 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant force 
and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of 
hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States and in 
foreign countries. 

According to the "Stori^trooper* s Manual", an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the Party"; 
third, "organizing the people who have been converted to our 
propaganda"; and fourth "the attainment of power through the votes 
of the newly-won masses."

On February 16, 1966, Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
arrived at Las Vegas by Government aircraft at the Executive 
Terminal, Alamo Airways, McCarran Field, Las Vegas, shortly 
before noon. 


Secretary Rusk was met by United States Senators 
Alan Bible and Howard Cannon of Nevada and other dignitaries. 
He traveled under police escort to the Desert Inn Hotel 
where a suite of rooms was made available to him. 


Secretary Rusk spoke before the delegates of the 
National Rural Electric Cooperative Association Convention 
at the Las Vegas Convention Center from 3:15 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
He arrived at the Convention Center at approximately 2:55 p.m. 
and left at approximately 4:55 p.m., at which time he 
returned to the Desert Inn Hotel. 

At 8:20 a.m. on February 17, 1966, Secretary Rusk 
and Senators Cannon and Bible all left Las Vegas aboard the 
Secretary's aircraft en route to Oakland, California, and 
Washington, D. C. 

During the entire period of Secretary'Rusk's visit 
to Las Vegas no anlTi-Vietnam demonstrations took place. 


At 3:30 p.m. on February 16, 1966,1 | 

who has been identified as Vice Chairman of'the Southern 
Nevada Committee for Peace in Vietnam, arrived in front of 
the Convention Center with an unidentified male* These two 
individuals remained in the area for about ten minutes and 
then departed. No activity of the Southern Nevada Committee 
for Peace in Vietnam or any other protest group was noted at

T-l, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised oh September 28, 1966, that a meeting was planned 
for 6:00 p.m. that date on the Esplanade of Humanities at the 
National Autonomous University of Mexico, Mexico City, to 
protest the arrival of U. 8. Secretary of State DEAN RUSK and 
to urge the students to go to the dedication of the new Mexican 
Foreign Ministry building on September 30, 1966* It was 
planned that classes at the University would be suspended 
during that afternoon so that all possible students will be 
able to go to the Foreign Ministry site to take part in 
demonstrations against the Secretary.

Ambassador at 
Large, Department of State, when interviewed in Washington, D.C., 
stated he first met Mr. Rusk in 1950 or 1951, at which time 
Mr. Rusk was serving as an assistant secretary with the 
Department of State. He stated thereafter he served as one of 
Mr. Rusk’s advisers during the 1960’s. Ambassador Thompson

And if he 
should succeed in getting the approval of the state Doard of Regents, maybe he will 
celebrate his victory by allowing himself to attend a cocktail party in his honor; 
porhaos his first cocktail party since the one he celebrated at the Russian Embassy 
in honor of the fiftieth anniversary of the Communists' seizure of power in Russia 
in which he stated, "Well, for the fiftieth anniversary I make an exception."^- 

"My dictionary defines a rusk as a soft, sweet, twisted bun* i!o definition 
could more appropriately describe the policies of America's Secretary of State. 

"In the 1930s Mr. Rusk became a member of the Institute of Pacific Relations 
(I.P.R.), breeding ground for many of today's top Marxists,,.The work of tho In¬ 
stitute of Pacific Relations was, of course, largely responsible for the sell-out 
of Chiang'Kai-shok to the Chinese Reds, and Dean Rusk was one of the 'China hands' 
who played an important role in that disaster. 11 ^ 

"...In March of 1960, Dean Acheson named Rusk Assistant Secretary of State for 
Far Eastern Affairs, While holding that position ho delivered a speech in praise 
of the Chinese Communists in which he described the Peking Reds as revolutionaries 
comparable to tho American patriots of 1776, and declared that the course of their 
agrarian reform was 'not Russian in essence'."'*- 

"In his position as Assistant Secretary of State for Far Eastern Affairs, Mr. 
Rusk was instrumental in shaping those policies of tho Korean War which General 
Douglas MacArthur described ns 'a catastrophic blow to the hopes of the free world' 
including the policy of giving tho Communist Chinese- a privileged sanctuary north 
and west of the Yalu River. 

"It was Dean Rusk, finally, who recommended the dismissal of General Douglas 
MacArthur when he insisted on winning the war in Korea, even writing out the dis¬ 
missal order for tho President to sign. Following the disgraceful armistice in 

Korea-a solution to surrender also recommended by Rusk-our 'soft, sweet, 

twisted bun' was shuffled out of the State Department to become President of the 
Rockefeller Foundation,.."^ 

"In his capacity with the Rockefeller Foundation, Dean Rusk continued to su¬ 
pport tho Communists by recommending a $2 million grant to the Communist Insti¬ 
tute for Pacific Relations, tie also attempted to influence the Ford Foundation 
to make a similar grant to I.P.R., and waged constant war on the Congressional Com¬ 
mittees investigating Communists in government."He was particularly aggressive 
toward tho late Joseph R. McCarthy. 

"With the election of John F. Kennedy, Rusk bounced back into federal service 
to lead the' core of the Administration’s accommodationists, holding that Communism 
is mellowing.. 

"Secretary Rusk's record of providing support for the Communists is nearly in¬ 
credible. For example, on March 17, 1961, at the encouragement of Secretary Dean 
Rusk, President John F, Kennedy lifted a ban on importation and distribution of 
Communist propaganda into the United States...American tax oayers paid tho postage 
for delivering this Red propaganda to schools, churches, homes^and libraries all 

over the nation." *_, enclosure Zb /-? V7?-- 5 





"Dean Rusk has, o^feourse, of-tert declared himself^j^ongly in fQ'*or of disarm;* 
ament. It was under R\S£, in fact, that the infamous State Department Document 
7277 was issued. That call for "general and complete disarmament" of the United 
States was a nearly verbatim plagiarization of a speech delivered by Hikita Khru¬ 
shchev in 1959..•" 1 

"Since Mr, Rusk is such a strong advocate of disarmament* it is not surprising 
that he was one of those primarily responsible for disarming anti-Castro Cubans, 
lie was, in fact, among those who most effectively opposed supplying aircover for 
the Day of Pigs Invasion. Pressure by Rusk also led to the cancellation of plans 
for the U. S. Mavy to escort the fourteen-hundred-man invasion force ashore" 1 

"Another of Secretary of State Rusk*s ’accomplishments' was the passage by 
the Senate of the Consular Treaty, which allowed the Soviets to set up 'diplomatic* 
headquarters in various American cities... Ratification by the Senate of such a 
Treaty, said Mr. Hoover, would make the F. D. I;'s counter-intelligence work far 
more difficult*" 1 

"Rusk is also a vigorous advocate of American trade for Communist nations. 

As American boys in Vietnam were being killed by armaments from Communist Poland, 
for example, he released the Poles from a $26 million U. S, debt, and moved t t o 
increase trade with all Communist European nations supplying the Vietcong..V 

"During Rusk's secretaryship, the United States has been savage in its hos¬ 
tility toward the anti-Communist regimes of Katanga, Rhodesia, and Portugal* 

The United States betrayed West Mew Guinea into the hands of the Communist tyrant 
Sukarno'of Indonesia. The United States has exported socialism throughout Latin 
America and built up Communist regimes with financial handouts in Europe, Asia, 

Latin America, Eastern Europe, and Africa. And Rusk has been a leading deceiver 
in his utterances on the Vietnam War." 2 

"The theme of the Rusk diplomacy on Vietnam has been: (l) send U, S. aid 
and trade to the arsenal of the Vietcong; (2) assure by international agreement 
a Communist sanctuary in Laos; (3) arrange with the Soviets to preserve key Morth 
Vietnamese military installations; (4) prevent the ^escalation* necessary to win; 

(5) provide bombing pauses whenever the enemy wearies; and, (6) negotiate a 
surrender to the Communists like that in Laos as soon as U. S. public opinion 
can be made to accept it," 1

On October 4, 1966, T-2 advised that the leaders of 
the PCM had contacted the student groups at the University,

Referenced Bureau airtel dated 1/13/67, requested 
the Chicago Division to ascertain if possible where SCHMITT , 
obtained a copy of Director HOOVER*s introduction to the 
2/66 FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin. Chicago was also requested 
to make certain that SCHMITT understands that material from 
the FBI is not to be used in the manner in which SCHMITT ,- 
had done so and that he should cease and desist this 
practice immediately. 

The subject was contacted and interviewed at his 
residence on 1/17/67, after unsuccessful attempts had been 
made to Identify his current employment and to locate him 
away from his residence. The subject was shown a reprint 
of the Director's article to all law enforcement officials 
dated 2/1/66, and stated that he recognized this document 
as one of about 200 which he mailed to various people through¬ 
out Illinois in 12/66. He advised he recalled that "two or

three” other Items were mailed with the above document but 
he could not specifically recall the name or the contents 
of these other items. He said all of the above items were 
furnished to him for mailing by a "friend" who is "strongly 
opposed to communism" and who feels, as he does, that the 
comments of J. EDGAR HOOTER as set forth in the above 
documents should receive wide spread dissemination in order 
that the general public might have this material available 
to them. 


He stated he has had a bulk mailing permit at the 
Wheaton, Illinois, Post Office since 4/66 which expired in 
12/66, He mailed all of the above items at one time in early 
12/66, for his "friend" to save postage through the bulk mailing 
permit. He stated that inasmuch as neither he nor his "friend" 
have violated any law in causing the material to be mailed. 

He would not.under any circumstances divulge this party's 
name. He does not know nor does he have any information 
as to where his "friend" acquired the Director's article 
and that he would not divulge this information even if he 
knew the source. 

The subject advised, however, that he now realizes that 
the Director's article to all law enforcement officials 
dated 2/1/66, should hot have been mailed out in its entirety as 
was done by him. The subject said he has great respect for 
the Director and the FBI and he knows that Mr* HOOVEE's 
comments are always widely accepted by the American people. 

He stated that in the future he would not handle any mailings 
pertaining to official Bureau publications realizing that the^e are 
other proper channels to bring the Director's comments to the 
American people* 

The subject also advised that the FBI is the only 
existing Federal agency for which he has any respect. He 
informed that all other Federal agencies, including all 
Government officials, are currently under the control and 
domination of "liberal communist philosophy." 

Copies of thd enclosed LHM are being disseminated 
locally to OSI, ONI, 113th MI Group, Evanston, Illinois, U.S.

Mr. Leonard Barwig, Chief Security Officer, Chicago 
Acrid Industries, 550 Northwest Highway, Barrington, Illinois, 
advised on January 17, 1967, that Wilhelm 33. Schmitt, 1830 
East Evergreen, Wheaton, Illinois, was employed by the company 
from November 16, 1965, until November 22, 1965, at which 
time he "voluntarily quit." He was re"hired on December 6, 
1965, and his employment was terminated by the company on 
April 22, 1966. He stated that Schmitt was employed during 
the above periods as a research engineer. Mr. Earwig informed 
that Schmitt’s termination by the company was brought about 
with his refusal to have income tax deductions from his 
salary. Schmitt had requested that the company pay him on a 
contract basis to avoid having m'on.ey taken from his salary 
for income tax purposes inasmuch as these funds were helping 
to support a Government which was totally under the control 
of the communists.

Other plans discussed were to give IU officials a list 
of nine speakers from which to choose one anti-administration 
speaker as an equal time speaker on the IU campus. They would 
demand,the university schedule a speaker of their choice or 
they would disrupt the speech of Secretary Rusk. Also! under 
discussion vere methods of demonstrating inside and outside the 
auditorium to disrupt the speech. The plan most liked by the 
participants was to buy Halloween skull masks for their militant 
people and pack the auditorium during the speech. On a signal 
from leaders immediately after the introduction, they would 
don these masks and start a rhythmic clapping and chanting to 
keep Secretary Rusk from speaking. No specific plans were 
decided upon during this meeting and it was decided to wait 
until their return from the march on Washington for further 
decision. 


On October 24, 1967 this same source advised that 
over 200 people from IU attended the march on Washington, D-«C. 
on October 21, 1967 andT most of them returned from this march 
with a more militant attitude than they had before. On 
October 23, 1967 leaders of the above mentioned organizations 
at IU decided that they would continue with the plan *tp* demand 
IU schedule an anti-war speaker if Secretary Rusk was to speak.

This source further stated that current plans call 
for the faculty group of militants of these organizations at 
IU to hold the usual demonstration in the usual place around 
Showalter Fountain in front of the IU auditorium to draw 
attention. Meanwhile militant student and faculty members will 
enter the auditorium with the rest of the audience, hoping to 
get 300-500 militants into the audience. The auditorium holds 
3300 people. After the introduction of Dean Rusk by IU 
President Elvis Stahr, Jr., these militants will remain standing 
and continue a rhythmic clapping and chanting to prevent 
Secretary Rusk from speaking. They feel that even if they 
are removed by the police it will take the police so long to 
remove them that this will disrupt his entire intended speech. 

No further specific plans have been formulated by 
these clubs at this time.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 



The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron,' Michigan, in June, 1962* The SDS is an 
association of young' people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for youth 
to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing United 
States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to "radically 
transform" the university community, and provide for its complete 
control by students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist 
Party, USA, when interviewed by a representative of United 
Press International in San Francisco, California, on 
May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of the "responsible 
left" which the Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, 

SDS National Convention, an anticommunist proviso was removed 
from the SDS constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of 
"New Left Notes," the official publication of SDS, an SDS 
spokesman stated that there are some communists in SDS and 
they are welcome* The national headquarters of this 
organization as oi; April 18, 1967, was lqcated in Room 206, 

1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

INDIANA UNIVERSITY COMMITTEE 
TO END THE WAR IN VIETNAM 



A source advised on June 9, 1967, that the Indiana 
University Committee to End the War in Vietnam*(IU-CEWV) 
was officially registered as a campus organization at 
Indiana University with 15 members on March 17, 1966, by 
Stephen Michael Cagan, a graduate student of Indiana 
University,. The source stated that the constitution of 
this Committee filed with the University stated, "We shall 
be represented on the National Coordinating Committee to 
End the War in* Vietnam (NCCEWVN) and shall work with any 
organizations or individuals sharing our goals. Excepting 
the National Coordinating Committee to End.the War in Vietnam, 
we have no connection with any previously constituted political, 
religious, educational, or social group." 

A second source advised on July 10, 1967, that 
Stephen Michael Cagan was the organizer and secretary of the 
Indiana University Chapter of the W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of 
America (IU-DCA) when registered at Indiana University on 
February 7, 1966. Cagan subsequently left his position as 
secretary of the IU-DCA in order to organize the IU-CEWV. 

Cagan stated that IU-CEWV will be used as a "front organization" 
for the IU-DCA for the purpose of holding demonstrations 
without organizational involvement of this organization. 

Activity continues at the present time.

A source advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a con¬ 
ference of members of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt 
for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding con¬ 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 
1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at 
which time the name W, E, B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was 
adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United 
States attended this convention. 

The second source advised on May 1, 1967 that the 
current officers of the DCA, as well as all members of the DCA 
National Executive Committee, are members of the CP and that the 
CPUSA furnishes the major financial support for the DCA national 
office. 


The second source advised that in September, 1966 
FRANKLIN ALEXANDER, DCA National Chairman, stated that the DCA 
is now in fact a functioning young communist league. Also, in 
September, 1966, MIKE ZAGARELL, CPUSA Youth Director, stated that 
in Negro communities the Party still supported the plan to build 
"left” socialist centers and to solidify the Party base through 
the DCA. 


The second source advised that in September, 1966, 
DANIEL RUBIN, CPUSA National Organizational Secretary, stated 
the Party believes the DCA should have a working class outlook

and be a mass organization favorable to socialism, socialist 
countries, and Marxism; and in April, 1967, GUS HALL, CPUSA 
General Secretary, indicated that the DCA primary emphasis 
should be on developing mass resistance to the draft. 

As of May, 1967, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

On October 17, 1967, the Writer received a telephone call from a person

v ‘ Starsky indicated that this material was directed 

to faculty members and was in support of Dr, Benjamin Spock 
and others who had been indicted for counseling young men 
to defy Selective Service laws and evade military service. 
Starsky talked as if he actually wanted to be arrested. 

He said that persons sincerely involved in the peace move¬ 
ment must now be prepared to engage in actions which will 
cause their arrest, thereby dramatizing their views on the 
war and achieving publicity and public sympathy. 

In connection with a prior investigation, T-l, 
on September 24, 1965, stated that Morris J. Starsky was 
a controversial figure from a personality standpoint in 
that he was generally regarded as somewhat eccentric but 
he had not previous to that time been publicly identified 
with matters of a political nature. The source also advised 
thd; prior to coming to ASU in September, 1964, Starsky had 
taught philosophy at the University of Washington. It was 
determined in September, 1965, that Starsky had not previ¬ 
ously come to the attention of the Seattle or Phoenix Divi¬ 
sions of the FBI. 

On August 4, 1967, the source recalled that in 
the 1966-67 school year during which period the ASU Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam gained official recognition on 
the campus, Starsky acted as the faculty adviser.

On January 25, 1968, T-l advised that Donald W. 
Gieschen freely admits to participating regularly in vigils 
and demonstrations against the war in Vietnam* He recalled 
that during previous years at ASU when the Students for'a 
Democratic Society (SDS) was endeavoring unsuccessfully 
to gain official recognition on the campus, Gieschen was 
unofficially the faculty adviser to that group. 

A characterization of the SDS is contained in 
the appendix hereto. 

In the course of a prior investigation on Octo¬ 
ber 16, 1967, eleven persons, including and seemingly led 
by Morris J. Starsky, were observed to be present from 6:30 
a.m. to 7:15 a.m* in front of the Armed Forces Examining, 
and Entrance Station, 545 East Moreland Street, Phoenix, 

Arizona. During this period 58 men reported to the station, 

32 of them being armed forces volunteers and 26 being men 
ordered to report for physical examination under Selective 
Service. Demonstrators handed each of the 58 men a leaflet 
consisting of a typewritten mimeographed message taking 
up both sides of one sheet of paper. The document was cap¬ 
tioned "A Call to Resist Illegitimate Authority” and indi¬ 
cated that S^irther information could be obtained from "ARC 
(Arizona Resistance Committee) P. 0, Box 3066 Scottsdale, 

Ariz. "

Also, on October 16,2967, confidential informant 
PK T-2 advised that Post Office Box 3066, Scottsdale, Ari¬ 
zona, has been r 0 "* 0 /* is T 1965, to the "Com¬ 
mittee on Vietnam."]__signed for it and 

indicated that Morris Starsky was also entitled to receive 
mail from the box. ! 

In March, 1963, a winter visitor to Arizona advised 
the Phoenix Office of/the FBI that at a Methodist Church 
in Chandler, Arizona/he had heard a sermon by a guest minister, 
Reverend Walter A.^fflcCleneghan, which "went right down the 
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the Communist Party line.” One John DyMTanJECilsdonkJ- in 
August, 1966, informed the Phoenix Offuce of the FBI by 
letter that he was the vice_cfeairman of the Phoenix„Commit- 
tee_on_Vj.etnam. He described this’ committee as ”a mixed 
group of persons from all walks of life who do not agree 
with the morality, legality or wisdom of our foreign policy 
in Asia and elsewhere.” Van Kilsdonk pointed out that the 
Reverend Walter A. McCleneghan, a retired minister, was 
the chairman of that committee. 

Current local newspaper stories have related that 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk will address a foreign policy 
conference at the TowneHouse at Phoenix on February 23, 
1968, co-sponsored by the U. S. Department of State and 
the World Affairs Council of Phoenix. The program will 
be repeated February 24, 1968, in Grady Gammage Auditorium 
at ASU.

status, denouncing United States intervention in the war 
in Vietnam and to "radically transform” the university 
community, and provide for its complete control by students. 

Gus Hall, General Secretary* Communist Party, 

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United Press 
International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 

1965, described the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" 
which the Party has "going for us," At the June, 1965, 

SDS National Convention, an anticommunist proviso was re*- 
moved from the SDS constitution. In the October 7, 1966, 
issue of "New beft Notes," the official publication- of 
SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists 
in SDS and they are welcome.

IN ARIZONA, FEBRUARY 23 - 24, 1968 


This memorandum supplements that dated at Phoenix, 
Arizona, on February 2, 1968, and captioned as above. 

The STATE PRESS, student newspaper at Arizona State 
University (ASU), Tempe, Arizona, published on page one of 
its issue dated February 8, 1968, an article reading as fol¬ 
lows: 


"PICKETS TO GREET DEAN RUSK 

"An anti-war protest will greet Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk and other top State Depart¬ 
ment officials at a Foreign Policy Conference 
on Feb. 24 at Gammage Auditorium* 

"The conference, beginning at 9:30 a.m. and 
ending about 4:30 p.m., will be sponsored by the 
State Department and the World Affairs Council 
of Phoenix and will be challenged by the Phoenix 
Committee on Vietnam. 

"MORRIS J. STARSKY, chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Vietnam and assistant professor of 
philosophy, said Rusk will be challenged to 'tell 
the truth about the war.' 

This document contains n^ilner tuccmmendations 
nor conclusions of the FBI. It is the property 
of the FBI and is loaned to your agency; it and 
its contents are not to be distributed outside 
your agency. 
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"By 'the truth about the war, 1 Starsky said 
he seeks more information concerning more aspects 
of the war, the truth about the kind of govern¬ 
ment the South Vietnamese are trying to set up 
and the kind the State Department says they are 
trying to set up, the truth about U.S, policy 
and the reason for the war, 

"Starsky made it clear that the committee 
would make no attempt to interfere with the con¬ 
ference nor would there be any personal interfer¬ 
ence with Rusk. 

"There would, however, be demonstrations 
protesting the war in the form of picketing, 

’leafletting,' silent vigil and draft card burn¬ 
ing. 


"Rusk is diso scheduled to speak at the World 
Affairs Conference at the TowneHouse on Feb. 23. 

"Starsky said that picketing will begin down¬ 
town at 8 a.m. on Feb. 23 and the same time at 
Grady Gammage on Feb. 24. The silent vigil is 
scheduled for noon downtown and at Gammage on the 
respective days. 

"When asked whether the United States should 
end the war by escalating to the point of utter 
defeat of the enemy or by pulling our troops out 
with a hope for peace negotiations, he said we 
should pull out. 'We have no moral right to be 
in the war, we can't win the war, and we shouldn't 
want to win,' Starsky said. 

"Starsky also expressed the peace movement's 
concern about the recent indictment of Dr. Benjami 
Spock who allegedly conspired to incite young 
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men to violate the draft laws. 

M, This is a serious attack not only on the 
peace movement but also on our fundamental civil 
rights,* Starsky said. 

"He said the Spock incident violates the 
civil right of free speech in that when a student 
or other person of draft age ask» a member of 
the peace movement for counsel, that member should 
be allowed to present his views and give appro¬ 
priate counsel. 

"He went on to say that when a person of 
draft age decides that he does not want to serve, 
he should be given the same right to dissent as 
a pacifist. 

"Another civil right that Starsky said is 
being violated is the right of individuals to 
establish the limits of the war-making machine 
rather than the government. 

"He clarified this position by saying that 
the authority to join the military or not to join 
Sfceuld be vested in the individual and not the 
state." 


On February 8, 1968, a confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, said that 
Starsky claimed he was misquoted in the STATE PRESS; that 
he had made no mention of draft card burning and that no 
draft card burnings were anticipated. 

The Department of State advised under date of 
February 9, 1968, that Secretary of State Dean Rusk will 
fly to Phoenix, Arizona, on February 23, 1968, and return 
to Washington, D. C. the same date.

The New Haven Journal-Courier, a daily newspaper published 
at New Haven, Connecticut, in its issue of September 12, 1968, 
on page four contained an' article captioixed, ^Protest Rally 
Planned". The article revealed that "RENnIe^JJAVIS, a key__figure 
in the Chicago Democratic National-Convention anti-war demon-” 
strations"is to speak tonight at a rally protesting Secretary 
of State DEAN RUSK's appearance here. 

"DAVIS is a leader of the militant National Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in Vietnam (NMC) and figured promin¬ 
ently in the organization of the violence-racked Chicago pro¬ 
tests. Protesters say they plan to ring Woolsey Hall with a 
IjOOO man picketline beginning at 5:30 p.m,, and then stage a 
competing anti-war rally in nearby Beinecke Plaza, during the 
RUSK address." 

A flier distributed on and about the Yale University 
Campus and the downtown New Haven, area reflected that"DEAN 
RUSK 'Secretary of War 1 is speaking at Yale to the Manufactur¬ 
ers Association of Connecticut. Demonstrate your opposition 
to the war and war profiteering! Thursday 5:30 p.m. Woolsey 
Hall, College and Grove Sts."

The sponsoring groups were identified as the American Inde~ 
pendent Movement, Connecticut Peace Coalition, New Haven Draft 
Action Group ~ Resistance, Yale Students for a Democratic Society. 

Shortly after 5:00 p.m., on September 12, 1968, a crowd 
estimated at between 1,000 and 1,500 gathered in the vicinity of 
'Woolsey Hall and proceeded to march around the block encompassing 
Woolsey Hall and Beinecke■Plaza, Yale University. Secretary of 
State RUSK entered Woolsey Hall at about 6:00 p.m. amid shouts 
of ’’Stop the war”, ’’Stop the bombing”, and Peace now”, but the 
crowd remained otherwise orderly and presented no threat to 
security. Demonstrators carrying anti-war and anti-RUSK signs 
continued to march around the block until 6:30 p.m., at which 
time they retired to Beinecke Plaza at the rear of Yfoolsey Hall 
for a rally featuring anti-war and anti-administration speeches. 
The rally ended at 7:40 p.m., and the crowd dispersed. No 
demons tr a tors were present when Secretary RUSK departed Wool soy 
Hall at 9:45 p.m. en route to the New Haven airport. 

About 6:45 p.m., September 12, 1968, an anonymous telephone- 
call was received by the New Haven Police Department reporting 
that a bomb had been placed in Woolsey Hall. The New Haven Fire 
Department arrived at the scene and conducted a search of Woolsey 
Hall but no bomb was discovered. 

The September 13, 1968, issue of the New Haven Journal- 
Courier, on page one'contained an article captioned ”Anti-RUSK 
Rally Is Orderly". This article revealed that ’’RENNIE DAVIS, a 
leader of the militant National Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam Thursday night urged a crowd of more than 
1,000 protesters at Yale University's Beinecke Plaza to help 
'create a lot of little Chicagos everywhere' during the week of 
November 5.” According to the article, DAVIS was the principal 
speaker at an orderly anti-war rally'sponsored by local militant 
groups and planned to^coincide with Secretary of State DEAN RUSK's 
address to the Manufacturers Association of Connecticut in Y/oolsey 
Hall „

\ According to the article, DAVIS said that further plans for 
tW "rigged and fraudulent election" week included enlisting 
"hundreds of church services" to leaflet the country’s airports 
and bus stations with anti-war literature. 


DAVIS said on election day polling places where the principal 
Ceustdidates vote "will be turned into armed camps by massive anti¬ 
war demoastrat ions." 


According to the article, DAVIS claimed victory for the 
violent Cnicago demonstrations because "We destroyed the overkill 
aecur?.and "We dramatized to the world that the Democratic 
Party can be destroyed." 

The article further revealed that following the election 
week demonstrations, NMC will seek "to organize a massive 
convergence on Washington for the inaugeration in January", DAVIS 
announced.

Protesters say they plan to ring Woolsey Hall with a 
1,000 man picketline beginning at 5:30 p.m., and then ptage a 
competing anti-war rally in nearby Beinecke Plaza, during the 
RUSK address." 

A flier distributed on and about the Yale University 
Campus and the downtown New Haven, area reflected that"DEAN 
RUSK 'Secretary of War' is speaking at Yale to the Manufactur¬ 
ers Association of Connecticut. Demonstrate your opposition 
to the war and war profiteeringi Thursday 5:30 p.m. Woolsey 
Hall, College and Grove Sts."

On May 19, 1969, JOHN P. WALSH, Deputy _ 

Executive Secret ary f Department of State, advised SA_ 

I, that he has known the appointee for 
approximately 10 years and has known him very well for 
over four years. He shared an office with Mr. RUSK and 
9 - aw him on an average of 7 days a week for the last four years 
RUSK is"a marvelous man, absolutely dedicated to the 
Country." He advised he does not know anyone more patriotic. 
He described Mr. RUSK as having "basic Americanism." He 
stated, "He only had one objective - betterment of this 
Country - and world peace, which he tied together." "He 
is a man of utter principal, to whom a debt or a promise 
is of great significance." For example, when he was 
Secretary of State, he had promised some small colleges and 
universities that he would speak on their campuses. He 
never had an opporuunity to do it because the job kept him 
so busy, but he is now going around the Country speaking 
at various schools. RUSK was a perfect gentlemen at all 
times, even under circumstances which would make most 
men lose their tempers. He would remain calm and controlled. 
Mr. WALSH recommends him very highly for continuation in 
positions of trust with the Federal Government. 

JOHN M. STEEVES, Director General of the Foreign 
Service, has advised he has known Mr. DEAN RUSK for over 20 
years. He has always found him to be a man of absolute / 

impeccable honesty, and ethical rectitude. Never in •• V 
his entire life would he become involved in any shady.- 
deals." For example, he was recently offered a million and 
a half dollars from a publishing company for his memoires, 
but he refused to write them because he felt it was not 
ethical to reveal the things he had learned in his official 
capacity. 


Mr. STEEVES stated? "He is one of the most moral 
men 1 have ever met. He says the same thing in private 
that he says when he gets up to the lecturn.

WILLIAM B. MACOMBER, JR., Assistant Secretary 
for Congressional Relations, advised that he has known the 
appointee slightly for over 15 years and has been very 
closely associated with him for 3 years. He considers him 
to ge a great servant of the Republic and a man whose 
principals are unshakable. His one goal in life was world 
peace, and he never flinched from seeking this goal, even 
when he was under bruising attack. 

RICHARD I. PHILLIPS, Acting Assistant Secretary 
for Public Affairs, advised he has had regular contact 
with the appointee since 1962. He is a loyal, dedicated 
American citizen, Mr. PHILLIPS considers him to be "one 
of the really great people in every admirable sense." He 
has no reason whatsoever to doubt his loyalty, honesty, 
integrity, or moral character. His reputation is excellent. 
His associates are the highest people in the Government and 
are above reproach. He recommends Mr. RUSK. 

PHILIP J. FARLEY, the Deputy Assistant Secretary 
for Politico - Military Affairs, advised he has had 
regular contact with the appointee for approximately 8 years 
in the course of official business. He knows nothing In 
anyway derogatory about the man, but does not know- him 
well enough to make specific comments. 

MARTIN J. HILLENBRAND, Assistant Secretary for 
European Affairs, advised he has known the appointee for 
eight and one-half years in an official capacity only. 

He is certain that the man is loyal American with an 
outstanding character. He has never heard anything deroga¬ 
tory about him and recommends him. 

JAMES CANTER,Acting Assistant Secretary for 
Educational and Cultural Affairs, advised that he did not 
known the appointee well, but has no reason to think

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that he is anything other than a man of great honesty, 
integrity, and loyalty. He is highly regarded in the 
Department. Mr. CANTER recommends him. 

SAMUEL DE PALMER, Assistant Secretary for Inter¬ 
national Organization Affairs, advised that he has known 
Mr. RUSK "on and off" since the late 1940's.

He fought hard for what he believed in. His reputation 
at the Department is very favorable, and she advised she 
has never heard of any criticism concerning his personal 
habits or characteristics. She recommends him highly. 

The above interviews were conducted by SA 
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On May 16, 1969, Mr. WltUAM P. BUMBY, Consultant 
to the Secretary, Department of State, advised SA JOSEPH W. 
SPEXCHER that he has" worked very very closely with the appointee, 
DEAN RUSK since he was last interviewed concerning RUSK by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in 1964. BUNDY stated that hc- 
has worked under RUSK's direct supervision and has known hin 
quite well socially ever since 1964. He stated that ha con* 
riders RUSK's devotion to the United States to be unequaled 
and his character, reputation and associates to be beyond any 
question. He recommended RUSK ''without hesitation" for a 
government position of trust and confidence and stated that 
he is an extremely able, herd working, intelligent, discreet 
and dependable individual. He added that the appointee's wife 
is also a very fine person. He could furnish no information 
regarding the whereabouts of the appointee's children. 

Mr. IDAR RXMESTAD, Deputy Under Secretary for 
Administration, Department of State, advised that he has 
known RUSK socially and professionally since January, 1967, 
having worked under lUSK's direct supervision from January, 

1967 to January, 1969. RIMESTAD stated that he considers 
RUSK to be a loyal United States citizen and a man of exce¬ 
llent character, reputation and associates. He recommended 
him for a position of trust and confidence with the govern¬ 
ment, commenting that he is a very hard working, intelligent, 
experienced and reliable person. He added that appointee's 
wife also appears to be a person of the highest type. He 
could furnish no information regarding the whereabouts of 
appointee's children. 
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LLEWELLYN E. THOMPSON, former United States Am¬ 
bassador At Large, was interviewed on Hay 19, 1969 concern¬ 
ing RUSK by SA MENDENHALL. 


THOMPSON advised that he first met DAVID DEAN RUSK 
in about 1950 or 1951 when RUSK was serving in the Department 
of State as Assistant Secretary of State for Far Eastern 
Affairs. THOMPSON stated that between 1962 and 1967 he worked 
closely with RUSK as one of the latters advisors. 


THOMPSON described RUSK as a man of great integrity, 
and "absdutely loyal to the United States, almost to a fault" 

He stated that RUSK has a great sense of duty, and that although 
he never wanted the job of Secretary of State, felt it was his 
duty to accept it when asked by the President, JOHN F, KENNEDY 
in January, 1961. 


THOMPSON stated that RUSK has an excellent reputation 
and said that he had never heard his reputation questioned. He 
added that his associates were beyond question. THOMPSON stated 
that he was certain that RUSK had never had any affiliation 
with a subversive or unpatriotic group or organization. 

THOMPSON stated that RUSK is a man of "outstanding 
ability," saying that he felt that "history will record DEAN 
RUSK as being a very great Secretary of State." THOMPSON added 
that he had to have tremendous ability to have held the position 
of Secretary of State for so many years.

FOSTER had nothing of a derogatory nature to report con¬ 
cerning appointee and he highly recommended RUSK for 
any position which he seeks.

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HENRY D. OWEN was interviewed at the Brookings 
Institution, 1775 Massachusetts Avenue, N. W., Washington, 

D. C. Mr. OWEN stated that he has known DAVID DEAN RUSK 
for a number of years but has had a close personal working 
relationship with him since 1961. Mr. OWEN stated that 
prior to 1961 he had only known him in a casual type 
relationship. Mr. OWEN continued, he did not recall ex¬ 
actly when he first met M£. RUSK. 

Mr. OWEN described RUSK as a fine, loyal dis¬ 
creet American with a keen sense of security. 

Mr. OWEN further advised that Mr. RUSK had dis¬ 
closed to him the possibility of an appointment to serve 
in a sensitive capacity. Mr. OWEN stated he would cer¬ 
tainly recommend him for any position to which he might 
be appointed. 

Mr. OWEN stated that nothing has ever been brought 
to his attention in his dealings with Mr. RUSK that would 
in any way reflect unfavorably upon Mr. RUSK, his family 
or associates.

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WILLIAM AVFRFLL HARRIMAN, former Governor, State of 
New York, and former United States Ambassador At Large, Depart¬ 
ment of State, was interviewed on May 19, 1969, concerning 
RUSK by SA THOMAS A. KFNDFNHALL. 

HARRIMAN, who resides at 3038 ,-N Street, N.W., Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., advised that he first met RUSK during the Truman 
Administration in about 1950.. when RUSK was Assistant Secretary 
of State for Tar Fa stern Affairs. HARRIMAN at that time was a 
Special Assistant to the President of the United States. HARRI 
MAN also stated that he had contact with RUSK when the latter 
was connected with the Rockefeller Foundation thereafter, and 
had worked closely with him during the past eight years of the 
JOHN F. KFNNF.DY and LYNDON B. JOHNSON administrations. 

HARRIMAN stated that the character’ of RUSK was ; beyond 
question. He described RUSK as a man of high character and 
principles. HARRIMAN further stated that RUSK had an excellent 
personal reputation, except among people who did not like his. 
Stand-on the Vietnam war. He said that there is absolutely no 
question as to the loyalty of RUSK to the United States. 


HARRIMAN stated that he knew of no questionable asso¬ 
ciates or associations of RUSK, and is certain that he was 
never affiliated with subversive-or : unpatriotic groups. HARRI¬ 
MAN said that he had frequent social contacts with RUSK in 
connection With social gatherings of friends in Government, 
■tnclndintr sm a ll —di_riner parties, mentioning that RUSK and his 

_had been among guests in the HARRIMAN 

home on many occasions, HARRIMAN said that he did not know any 
associates of RUSK outside of Government circles. 


HARRIMAN described 


as a ’'delightful 1 ' per¬ 
son, and a most loval -and hardworking partner. _ He said he re- 

called that 
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HARRIMAN said that he may have met the RUSK 
on some occasion, but did not specifically recall:.this, and 
stated that he cjo\ild best answer the question-about them.'by 
stating that he did not know them. 

Concerning the ability of DAVID DEAN RUSK, HARRIMAN 
stated that he differed seriously with RUSK about Vietnam. 
HARRIMAN said that the difference was one of judgement, in 
that he felt that RUSK overestimated the importance of Viet¬ 
nam as compared with other national interests of the United 
States. HARRIMAN stated that it was difficult to judge the 
over all ability of RUSK, because the Vietnam policy of the 
United States was so fundamental, and he disagreed with RUSK 
on it, and therefore felt that he lacked judgment in this 
matter. 

HARRIMAN stated that of course he couldn't differen¬ 
tiate between RUSK's personal convictions concerning Vietnam 
and those of President JOHNSON's, which RUSK may have felt he 
had to espouse out of loyalty to the President, Nevertheless, 
according to HARRIMAN, in conversation he had'with RUSK, the 
latter appeared to have his own convictions;about Vietnam which 
he expressed to HARRIMAN, HARRIMAN therefore assumes that these 
were the personal views of RUSK. HARRIMAN stated that his own 
views on Vietnam paralleled those of ROBERT S. McNAMARA, former 
United. States Secretary of Defense, and .CLARK M, CLIFFORD, for¬ 
mer United States Secretary of Defense, succeeding McNAMARA. 
HARRIMAN■explained that after CLIFFORD became Secretary of

The Department of State has today requested a 
background investigation of captioned individual. It is 
indicated he is being considered for a Presidential appoint¬ 
ment, but the exact position is not stated* 

Rusk served as Secretary of State during the Kennedy 
and Johnson Administrations. Our relations with him during 
that period were cordial. After leaving State in January, 

1969, he went back with the Rockefeller Foundation, New York, 
New York, of which he had been President prior to his appoint¬ 
ment as Secretary of State in 1961. 

We conducted previous investigations of Mr. Rusk in 
1948, 1953, 1960, and 1965. It was developed that he Was 
associated with Alger Hiss and had been a member of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. One person stated he was 
favorable toward the Chinese communists. Investigations were 
otherwise favorable and persons interviewed recommended him 
for a position of trust and responsibility. 

ACTION : 1. The case has been ordered separately to the

COVEY T. OLIVER, U. S. Executive Director, 

World Bank, Room A-1044, World Bank Building, 1818 H 
Street, NW, advised he has known DEAN RUSK since 1954 
and knew of him since shortly after World War II. COVEY 
explained from 1945 to 1949, he was employed at the 
Office-Director level in the State Department at a time 
when the appointee was Assistant Secretary of State for 
Near East and Asian Affairs. At that time, OLIVER heard 
from Department officials that RUSK was a high-grade 
officer, having a good mind and high-efficiency level. 

In 1944, OLIVER went to the University of California and 
learned more about RUSK and the fact that appointee had 
attended law school there for two years while teaching 
political science at the University. 

OLIVER advised in 1954 he met DEAN RUSK who 
then headed the Rockefeller Foundation and dealt with 
him from 1954 to 1956 as negotiator for funds for the 
University of California.

WILLIAM S. GAUD, Consultant to the World Bank, 
Building D, Room 1134, World Bank Building, 18th and 
G Streets, NW, advised he has known DEAN RUSK since 1944 
when they served as fellow Army officers in India and 
for a period of one year occupied the same quarters. 

GAUD stated following World War II, both returned to 
Washington, D. C., where he was employed as a civilian 
in the War Department and RUSK remained in the military 
service for several years. GAUD was in contact with 
appointee frequently during this period. He further 
advised in the early 1950's, RUSK became President of 
the Rockefeller Foundation and resided in Scarsdale, 

New York. During the decade of the fifties, GAUD was 
practicing law in New York City and was in contact with 
the RUSKS socially. When the appointee became Secretary 
of State in 1961, GAUD also came to Washington and 
assumed a position in the Department of State. 

GAUD ad vised he i s intimately acquai

McNAMARA advised he has known DEAN RUSK since
